ROAD COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The money appropriated for Highways has been expended 
in different parts of the Town in repairs and improvements. 

The culvert washed away by Stony Brook at the freshet one 
year ago, has been rebuilt, but there areseveral of less dimen- 
sions in different parts of the Town which overflow at almost 
all of our annual spring freshets, washing roads badly and 
_ which it would be economy to rebuild. 

Keypt Hill, for which anappropriation was made three years 
since, has been remedied by building a piece of new road 
avoiding the Hill, Mr. Hubbard generously giving the land for 
the purpose. The long delay has been owing to the Town of 
Wellesley, the improvement lying in both Towns. 

_ Our roads will, we believe, compare favorably with those of 
any ‘Town the same distance from Boston, but our main streets 
leading towards the Hub will require more attention as the 
through travel yearly increases and the public are not satis- 
fied with such ways as were in existence twenty years since 
and called good at that time. Church street and Newton 
street have been widened and graded, thus making easy access 
to the centre from the north and south sides of the Town, and 
will we hope, serve to bind us together in friendship and 
unity. 

But much remains to be done. Our citizens residing on our 
numerous cross roads should not be forgotton. They have 
cheerfully contributed by taxation and otherwise to the im- 
provement of our main avenues, and their wishes and interests 
should not be entirely ignored. 

We would not recommend forty of fifty feet streets, but 
would suggest that by grubbing and removing boulders where- 
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ever practicable, they be widened and graded to a width of 
twenty feet, so as to be reasonably safe for all carriages and 
teams to pass and repass each other at any and all times. 
Many citizens have requested and urged us to widen and 
straighten Central avenue in various places, but we feel 
scarcely justified, even if we have the right to do it, out of our 
annual appropriation for Highways. 

We would suggest the propriety of asking the County Com- 
missioners to define the lines of Central avenue, and then that: 
the Town authorities and the abutters unite in striving to 
improve the avenue by uniform sidewalks and fences where 
desirable, believing that our Main street can be made second 
to none in the County of Middlesex in point of beauty and at- 
tractiveness, and also that our Town Improvement Society 
will cheerfully approve, acquiesce in, aud materially assist in 
so doing. 

According to the vote of the Town at the last annual meet- 
ing, a survey for a new road running from near the honse of 
Wm. M. Roberts on Concord street to the junction of Concord 
and Sudbury streets has been made. A plan has been drawn 
and estimates made too voluminous to appear in this report, 
but will be submitted at the annual meeting. ; 

In conclusion, we recommend liberal appropriations for 
Highways, believing that next to schools nothing tends more 
to advance the material interests and prosperity of the Town, 
than good and pleasant roads.

HIGH SCHOOL. 
Mr. Dana M. Dustan, Teacher. 
The school has now been taught by the same Principal, Mr. 


Dustan, for four years. 
There being three classes, and each class having three or 


more studies, the work devolving on the teacher is necessarily 
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sufficient to tax his power of endurance. We think the 
school will compare very favorably with similar High Schools 
as to the amount and thoroughness of the work done. 

We endeavor to train and discipline the mind of the schol- 
ars so that they will think for themselves. . 

Our course of study embraces that continued and thorough 
mastering of Mathematics and the Sciences, so that we may 
reasonably hope to educate your scholars both to be practical 
and capable of reasoning with a good degree of accuracy. 

The class of twelve which graduated this year, gave good 
evidence that their mental training was in the right direction 
and that they had been disciplined to think for themselves as 
well as to express their thoughts in a logical and chaste 
manner. 

We are not unmindful of the great improvement that has 
been made of late in educational appliances. In many re- 
spects the change has amounted to an entire revolution in 
the general make-up of the text-books. 

The manner of teaching is also very much modified. Books 
have been issued by men of rare ability, setting forth in a most 
lucid manner, principles and methods that afford much lght 
as to the solving of the educational problem, so that we feel 
that our schools, and especially the High School, ought to 
make progress along the lines best adapted for your youth 
when such desirable assistance is available. 

The school rooms are evidently the best that we can have in 
the building and are giving good satisfaction. While many 
in the lower towns have not been able to warm their school 
rooms sufficiently to be comfortable much of the time during 
our inclement winter, we have succeeded in warming your 
rooms, with but few exceptions, amply for the comfort of your 
scholars. » 

We earnestly hope that in the future as in the past, you will 
render all the assistance, and use all the influence requisite to — 
make your High School of still greater utility to your youth. 
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It affords us great pleasure to close this report by recording 
the fact that Miss Florence Coburn, a graduate of the last 
class, has been perfect in attendance at school for twenty-two 
terms.

It it with great pleasure that we can report this school as 
having been under the charge of so able and gifted a teacher 
as Mrs. Dustan has shown herself to be for so many succes- 
sive years. 

It was with profound regret that we were under the neces- 


sity of accepting her resignation given during the summer 


vacation. 

The esteem and love of the scholars for their former teacher, 
her long experience in the school-room, her kind and firm 
discipline and moral character, rendered the position she had 
so acceptably occupied very difficult to fill. A very brief time 
was at command, and the committee acting according to the 


best of their. knowledge, secured the services of Miss Julia 
Bowen. 
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She had formerly taught school, but not of the grade of 
your Intermediate. Her lack of experience in such a school 
and of adaptation to the demands upon her executive ability, 
weakened her influence in governing the school so as.to secure 
the best results She labored diligently, sympathized deeply 
with her scholars, and laid out her strength unreservedly to 
instruct them. She deserves our confidence and esteem for 
the spirit she manifested during the terms she taught. Re- 
garding her talents for teaching as better adapted to some 
other school, she has resigned her position, and your commit- 
tee are endeavoring to secure a successor. 

The school, as a whole, shows more than usual ability. We 
are gratified to see early indications of good scholarship. The 
school has more and better talent for singing than usual. ~ 
Drawing and writing are already so mastered that some of 
the pupils give unmistakable evidence of special endowments 
in these arts. 

The course of study is the same as reported last year. The 
number of scholars of the requisite age to enter the school is 
about the same as previous years. 

The outlook for this school is encouraging and the place 
which it takes is seen to be of growing importance. May it 
receive the hearty co-operation of parents and friends.

Of the thirty-seven scholars in this school, five are over 
eleven years of age, the remainder (thirty-two) are only ten 
and under. Although the average age is so young, good order 
has been maintained and the school has been very happy and 
united during the past year. The older scholars have been 
interested in their studies, therefore progress has been made 
in the different branches. 

The younger portion of the school has been supplied with 
those modern incentives by which their attention is easily 
secured and the mind made more readily to understand the 
first rudiments of an education.

REPORT 


OF THE 


ep wARY COMMITTEE. 


The Library now contains about 6,000 volumes. The books 
are mostly in good condition considering the length of time 
which they have been in use. During the year, 283 books 
have been added, 247 of which were purchased and thirty-five 
presented. 7,974 books have been taken out during the year. 

Donations of books and pamphlets have been received from 
the following sources, viz.: Mrs. C. J. Paine, Mrs. H. A. Upham, 
Hon. F. D. Ely, Hon. W. B. Hazen, Rev. Charles Niclin, Mrs. 
FP. H. Hastings, Mr. Herbert Merriam, Mr. E. A: Jones, Mr. 
Ben}. Pierce, Mr. Frank H. Upham, Secretary of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, Secretary of the Interior, United 
States Civil Service Commission Bureau of Education, Boston 
Public Library, Harvard College Library, American Unitarian 
Association, and the publishers of the Waltham Free Press. 

Books have been taken from the several departments in 
about the usual proportions. Fiction has as usual found the 
most readers. Biography and books of travel are always in 
demand. Poetry has received rather more attention than for- 
merly, though there is still but little call for it. History and 
general Literature have been in good demand. Science is 
neglected. Our Library is well supplied with books wherein 
Science in nearly all its branches is so popularized as to be 
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easily understood by the general reader. This department 
does not receive the attention which we think it deserves. 
Here may be found a vast store of knowledge revealing in 
plain language the wonders of nature which, only a few short 
years ago, were unsolved mysteries, even to the most learned. 

Agriculture is also a neglected department which is well 
supplied with standard works on farming in all its branches. 
The Massachusetts Agricultural Reports of past years contain 
a large amount of information upon Agriculture, Horticulture, 
Arboriculture, Pomology, Road-making, and a great variety 
of other subjects. The volume of 1877-78 contains an analyt- 
ical index of the Series from 1858 to 1877. This volume may 
be found in the Reference Library. 

The Committee have endeavored to keep the Library sup- 
plied with the best of the new publications so far as they 
seemed adapted to the needs of our community. | 

Among the more important works added during the year 
may be mentioned Johnson’s Cyclopedia, which will, we think, 
prove of great value as a work of reference, not only for the 
general reader, but more especially for teachers and scholars. 

Another important work is a Narrative and Critical History 
of America, for which the Committee have subscribed. Vol- 
umes 2, 3, 4 and 5 are now in the Library. The first volume 
of the series will be the last to appear. Its publication is 
postponed on account of researches which are being made by 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, concerning the early 
history of America. When completed this work is expected 
to be the best history of America extant. 

The Committee have heard of no complaints concerning the 
management of the Library, and trust it has been in every 
way satisfactory. We are, nevertheless, cognizant of the fact 
that criticism is a privilege if not a duty of our patrons, and 
we hope that no one will hesitate to enter complaints should 
occasion require. The Library contains a few books which it 
is thought best that the young should not read. Whenever a 
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book is known to be of this character, the Librarian is given 
discretionary power concerning the same, with instructions to 
withhold where it would be likely to do harm.
